I have the honour to report upon the working of the Railways 
Department for the financial year ending 31st March, 1933. 
Previously the financial year coincided with the calendar year and 
my last printed report was for the year 1931. I submitted to you 
a report for the interim period lanuarv-March. 1932. 


2. The following is a brief description of the system operated 
by the Palestine Railways Administration :—

* The section of the Hijaz Railway from Affulah, on the Haifa-Samakh 
Line, to Massudiya near Nablus, a length of 60 kilometres, was closed in 
1932 as a measure of economy and owing to the lack of traffic, but the 
line has not yet been removed. 

f The connecting link between Samakh in Palestine and Nassib in 
Trans-Jordan runs through Syria as part of the line from Haifa to Damascus 
and from Damascus to the Hijaz, and is administered and operated by the 
Syrian Authorities. The Trans-Jordan line formerly continued southwards 
from Maan to Aludawara (113 kilometres beyond Maan) on the border of 
Trans-Jordan and the Hijaz and thence to Medina, but this section of the 
line has not been reconditioned since the damage done during, and in 
disturbances and by thefts after, the War and is not in use. 

3. Any reference in this report to the Palestine Railway is 
intended to mean the 4' 8j" standard gauge railway in Palestine and 
owned by the Government of Palestine. A reference to the Palestine 
Railways (in the plural) or the Palestine Railways and Operated 
Lines will include all three railways, and in any mention of the 
Kantara-Rafa (Sinai) or Hijaz Railway those titles will be used, 
although it may sometimes be necessary to refer to the “ Hijaz 
Railway in Palestine " or the " Hijaz Railway in Trans-Jordan."

4. In addition to the three railways referred to above there is 
a small branch line of eight kilometres taking off the Palestine 
Railway Main Line at Ras El Ein near Lydda, and serving the 
Colony of Petah Tiqva and known as the 44 Petah Tiqva Railway.*' 
It is really only a siding and is operated as a siding, but is at present 
referred to separately in the Accounts because it is owned partly by 
the Palestine Railway and partly by the Colonists of Petah Tiqva, 
who contributed towards the cost of construction.

5. No interest or sinking fund charges are payable by the 
Kantara-Rafa Railway or Hijaz Railway, but the Palestine Railway 
(i.e. the standard gauge line in Palestine) paid £P. 152,962 in respect 
of debt and sinking fund charges in 1932-33. 

6. A special fund to meet renewals and other extraordinary 
expenditure has been in existence for the Kantara-Rafa Railway for 
some years. A renewals fund, financed by contributions from 
Government, was instituted for the Palestine Railway in 1932-33, 
the contribution for the year being /P.40,000, of which £P.30,780 
was actually spent, the balance of £P.9,220 being carried forward to 
the following year. There is no Renewals Fund for the Hijaz 
Railway.

7. I include at the end of this report a number of Financial 
and Statistical Statements, to some of which I shall refer later in 
more detail when necessary.

Separate accounts are maintained for the three railways, entailing 
much work. 


The working expenses are divided between the three railways 
by direct allocation where possible, and in other cases on the basis 
of engine, train, and vehicle mileage, coal consumption, etc. It is 
a cumbersome and confusing method, which makes it difficult to 
ascertain the accurate position at any time, and, in my opinion, 
does not always give a true picture of the situation or of the proper 
allocations against each railway in accordance with the actual work 
done. A new method has now been introduced, and will be referred 
to in the next annual report. 


12. The working results of the Kantara-Rafa Railway and the incr®MMin 
Hijaz Railway call for little comment at this point, and the following Rec#, P u 
brief remarks upon the above figures, which are given in greater detad JjJV' 
elsewhere in the report, refer principally to the Palestine Railway. workIng 
I wish to remark here, however, upon the interesting and satisfactory expenditure 
fact that on all three railways there were increases in receipts and on nu three 
decreases in wording expenditure. The effect of the retrenchments MIf| J ri - 
in 1931 are not fully shown in 1932-33, as the gratuities to the 
retrenched staff, and in some cases also passage and other allowances, 
were paid in the latter year. , 


PALESTINE RAILWAY. 

The working expenses of the Palestine Railway do not include 
debt charges or extraordinary expenditure from revenue or from the 
Renewals Fund. 

The factors mentioned below have the effect of concealing a 
considerably more satisfactory position than that revealed by the 
excess of only some £P.2,000 of revenue over the previous year, 
and an apparent reduction of roughly £P.6,600 only in working 
expenditure.

The revenue in 1931-32 included £ P.40,022 for the carriage of 
stone and other traffic on behalf of Government for the construction 
of the new harbour at Haifa, whereas the revenue from the same 
source in 1932-33, when the work was nearing completion, was only 
£P.21,174, a decrease on this account of £P. 18,848.

The working expenses, on the other hand, included payments 
to His Majesty's Government not properly belonging to the year 
under review, and amounting to /P.11,202 for material of the 
Kantara-Rafa Railway taken over by Palestine some years ago, 
and in respect of an adjustment of the interest on that railway due 
to His Majesty's Government in respect of previous years.

There was a decrease of nearly £P. 10,000 in passenger receipts, 
which dropped from 38-47% to 35-1% of the total receipts, but 
there was an increase in revenue from goods and live stock traffic 
of nearly £P.7,000, the total representing 56-1% of the gross receipts 
against 54-5% in the previous year.

This is after allowing for the loss on harbour works traffic, but 
the point I wish to emphasise is that the revenue from ordinary 
merchandise increased by £P.25,088. This is a very satisfactory, 
and, perhaps, almost unique result in these days, when practically 
all railways are facing yearly decreases in their traffic and revenue. 


Although our actual increases were confined to a few specific 
traffics, and were due largely to the existing period of prosperity 
in the country, there is no doubt that by manipulation of rates we 
were able to retain much of the traffic in other commodities, which 
would otherwise have been lost, and were also able to attract a certain 
amount of new traffic.

ail expenses .extraordinary works, /P.40,000 for the Renewals Fund, and 
into account. £p.152,962 in respect of debt charges and sinking fund, are taken 

into account, there was a deficit of £P.l 16,673. 


Of the £P.27,287 ipent on extraordinary works from revenue, 
apart from the Renewals Fund, £P. 17,586 was in respect of payments 
to His Majesty's Government which have been outstanding for some 
years, namely £P.7,816 for track belonging to the Kantara-Rafa 
Railway taken over by the Palestine Railway (this is separate from 
the payment of £P.ll 200 previously referred to) ; £P. 1,462 for 
compensation to land -'owners for land earmarked for a proposed 
deviation of the main line ; /P.2,345 in respect of an adjustment in 
the accounts of the Kantara-Kafa Railway in 1924-25 ; and £P.5,963 
for the reconstruction some years ago of the bridge at El Arish, the 
cost of which was debitable to the Palestine Railway. None of these 
payments properly belonged to the year 1932-33, but, as in the case 
of similar payments from ordinary working expenditure to which 
I have referred, they increased considerably the apparent total cost 
of the railway during that year.

It is of interest to point out that the debt and sinking fund 
charges represent 38% of the working expenditure and 43% of the 
revenue. 


I have referred in previous reports to the disadvantages for 
commercial purposes of a railway built purely for military purposes. 
In this case, the line is, in my opinion, of an unnecessarily wide, and, 
therefore, expensive gauge for the requirements of the country. 
It is in some places unsuitably located. It was constructed and 
equipped in some respects with old and unsuitable material and 
buildings. In some directions it is under-equipped, in others it is 
over-equipped.

SINAI (KANTARA-RAFA) RAILWAY. 


Although this railway is owned by His Majesty’s Government 
(while being operated by the Palestine Railway Administration), the 
Palestine Railway holds a financial interest in the extent of any 
capital improvements or work carried out from Palestine funds, and 
not from the special fund or from the ordinary maintenance votes. 
In the year 1932-33 the sum of £P. 8,326 was invested by the Palestine 
Railway in this way, including the payment of £P.5,962 in respect 
of the El Arish bridge to which reference has already been made. 
The total financial interest of the Palestine Railway in the Kantara- 
Rafa Railway is now ^P.20,957.

HIJAZ RAILWAY. 

The improved receipts of the Hijaz Railway were due to the 
carriage of material for the construction of the Iraq Petroleum 
Company’s oil pipe from the Iraq oil fields to Haifa. The railway 
carried during the year 35,337 tons of this traffic for a revenue of 
£P. 17,420. Even so, the working expenses of the line were reduced. 

Capital expenditure on the Hijaz Railway amounted to 
£P. 16,313. Of this, £P.5,000 was a payment on account against 
and as part of a heavy claim for land expropriated many years ago 
and before the British occupation. The matter has been the subject 
of litigation for some years. The capital expenditure also included 
a payment of £P.6,583 to His Majesty’s Government in respect of 
the Yarmuk bridge taken over from the Army after the war. It will 
be seen, therefore, that less than £P.5,000 of the total expenditure 
properly belonged to 1932-33.

PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 

The general decrease in ordinary passenger traffic, and particu¬ 
larly in the third class, is due to the increased competition of road 
services at very low rates. Further measures for meeting this 
competition within reasonable limits are under consideration. 

The increase of ^P. 1,263 in first class passenger revenue on the 
Kantara-Rafa Railway is due to several causes, among others being 
the greater popularity of British shipping lines to and from Port Said, 
as against Continental routes, owing to the fall in the value of the 
£ sterling in the latter part of 1931 : there were also a number of 
visitors for the Levant Fair at Tel Aviv in April, 1932, and from 
several congresses held in Egypt during the last three months of the 
financial year.

In view of the fall in the value of the £E. (following the £ sterling) 
towards the end of the 1931 season, the figures for 1932-33 are very 
satisfactory, as it was at one time thought that most of this traffic 
might be lost. 

Syrian currency is based on and fluctuates with the gold franc. 

The decrease in the number of season ticket journeys was due 
principally to the closing down of the harbour works quarries at 
Athlit and the discharge of labourers, many of whom held season 
tickets for the short journey. It will be seen that the loss in revenue 
is small compared with the decrease in the number of journeys.

This statement 
applies to all three railways, and should be read in conjunction with 
the statements on pages 45, 75, and 87, which give the total tonnage 
dealt with at each station on the three railways. 

17. There was a total increase in revenue of ^P. 18,228 under 
this head for all sections of the railways. 

As I have already stated, there was a satisfactory increase in 
revenue from merchandise traffic on all three railways, although the 
increase on the Hijaz Railway was due entirely to the pipe line 
construction traffic of the Iraq Petroleum Company and conceals 
a reduction in other traffics. This was, however, paying traffic to 
Government, whereas the very satisfactory position on the Palestine 
Railway is largely concealed by the loss in revenue from construction 
traffic carried on behalf of Government for the new Haifa Harbour 
now nearing completion. 

Ignoring this loss, the actual increase in revenue trom merchan¬ 
dise traffic (excluding live stock) on all three railways amounted to 
no less than £P.37,407, made up as follows :—

Owing to the existence of a first-class road between Jaffa-Tel 
Aviv and Jerusalem, in close proximity and practically parallel to 
the railway, the road competition on this section was particularly 
severe and had seriously affected railway revenue. 

At the beginning of 1932, reduced flat rates applying to all but 
dangerous (high rated) and cheap (low rated) traffics were introduced, 
with very satisfactory results, as the following figures show :—

A continued increase is hoped for. 

I have already referred to the traffic on the Hijaz Railway for oil pipe 
the construction of the Iraq Petroleum Company’s pipe line. This une traffic, 
was a new and temporary traffic which will practically disappear 
in the present year. 

Towards the end of 1931, a reduced rate was introduced for ocean Tran- 
traffic from cargoes for Jaffa which could not be discharged there tW P ,nwit 
owing to rough weather, and which were, therefore, discharged at traffle * 
Haifa and railed from that station. Previously such cargoes were 
transhipped along the coast to another vessel likely to arrive at 
Jaffa in calm weather. 

3,443 tons of traffic, with a revenue of £P.2,050, were carried at 
this rate during 1932-33. 

As shown, there was a satisfactory increase in this important orange*, 
traffic. The number of cases railed to Haifa for shipment in the 
season 1st October, 1932, to 30th April, 1933, was 1,417,673, as 
compared with 795,589 cases in the previous season, an increase of 
622,084 cases, or 78%. The number of cases railed via Kantara 
for shipment at Egyptian ports was 222,491 in the 1932-33 season, 
against 183,718 the previous year, an increase of 21 %. The transport

One of the new lighter wharves in the harbour under construction 
and nearing completion at Haifa was brought into use for the ship¬ 
ment of oranges with very satisfactory results, the whole traffic being 
railed and shipped without difficulty or delay. 

It is hopeji that the number of cases railed last season will be 
doubled in the next season. 

The revenue frotn live stock traffic showed an increase of £P.542 Live stock, 
over the previous year.

18. The principal decreases were in harbour works construction decreases 
traffic (already referred to), stone, melons, and petrol. 

This traffic decreased by 31,013 tons and £P.9,936 revenue as stone traffic 
compared with the previous year, principally owing to the completion (othtr th “ 
of the new Haifa-Acre road, for which large quantities of stone were 
carried in the previous year.

There was a decrease of 3,289 tons and £F. 1,307. 

There has been a continual decrease in the cultivation and 
transport of melons since the imposition in 1930 of prohibitive 
customs duty on melons entering Egypt, formerly the principal 
market. 


The decrease was due to road competition, but with the erection 
of storage tanks at the principal centres and the installation of road¬ 
side pumps it is probable that much of the traffic will in future be 
carried in bulk by rail. 

As already stated, the temporary traffic of the Iraq Petroleum 
Company, amounting in 1932-33 to 35,337 tons and £P. 17,420 
revenue, accounted entirely for the increase on the Hijaz Railway. 
Actually there was a decrease in ordinary traffic of 33,915 tons and 
£P.9,592. This was due to the decrease in stone traffic referred to 
in the previous page, reduced building activity in the Emek, 
completion of the power station at Jisr El Majami, a bad harvest 
in the Hauran and Trans-Jordan, and reduced traffic to and from 
Syria. 


19. Fifty-five claims for lost or damaged goods, etc., were 
settled partially or in full, at a total cost of £P.300*517 mils. 

20. An adequate service of passenger, mixed, and goods trains 
was maintained, and all traffic was carried throughout the year 
without difficulty or delay. 


21. Excluding the harbour works construction traffic, which 
was short-haul traffic easily handled in full train loads, the quantity

24. The road competition at very low rates continued to be 
severe, but our efforts to meet this within reason by reductions 
in rates where considered to be justified met with considerable 
success. 

The rates on a number of individual commodities were reduced 
during the year, and in most instances attracted new or additional 
traffic. In other cases, it may reasonably be claimed that they 
prevented the heavy decrease in traffic and revenue which would 
otherwise have occurred. 

25. Statements of the time keeping of passenger trains (including 
mixed trains) for the standard and 105 cm. gauge separately, appear 
on pages 19 and 20. 

The time keeping shows some improvement on the standard 
gauge. 

The time keeping on the 105 cm. gauge was adversely affected 
by the heavier work of the mixed trains in dealing with small goods. 
Mixed trains are nearly always unsatisfactory from the point of view 
of punctual running, but in this instance are the most economical 
method of operation.

The car narrowly escaped falling down the bank, and it was 
most fortunate that the derailment resulted only in a few minor 
injuries to passengers. 

Owing to the light construction of the body work, the salvaging 
of the car, which was badly damaged, was a difficult and delicate 
operation. The car was repaired (at a cost roughly of only £P.346), 
and was again placed in traffic on the 28th December, 1932. 

Tnin 30. The train kilometrage run on the three railways during the 

Kiiometrage. year, as compared with the previous year, is given in the statements 

on pages 58,76, and 100, and I have the following remarks to make:— 

( a ) Palestine Railway. 

The increase in passenger train kilometrage was due to the 
running as passenger trains of trains which were previously 
mixed. This gives a corresponding decrease in the “mixed" 
kilometrage. Additional traffic accounts for the increase in 
goods train kilometrage, and also in the figures for shunting. 

( b ) Kantara-Rafa Railway. 

The decrease in passenger train kilometrage follows the 
reduced number of tourist trains and the increase in goods trains 
is due to additional traffic. 

( c ) Hijaz Railway. 

All regular trains on the Hijaz Railway are classed as 
“ mixed," but under the method of compiling statistics these 
trains, when running without goods (as not infrequently 
happens, particularly on the Acre line), are included in the 
passenger train mileage. It is necessary, therefore, in the case 
of this railway, to consider the kilometrage figures in total. 

The increases on the Haifa-Acre-Samakh and Nassib- 
Maan sections are accounted for by the pipe line construction 
traffic of the Iraq Petroleum Company. 

The cancelling of the passenger service on the Tulkarm- 
Nablus-Affula line accounts for the decrease in mixed and the 
increase in goods train kilometrage on this section.

33. I have referred in previous reports to the very bad effect 
upon locomotive boilers of the water in Haifa. Water satisfactory 
for boilers has been found in the area of the new locomotive workshops 
on the Acre Bay. Sony* of the engines have since been run out to 
this point to take their supply, and much of the expense of purchase 
and in transport of bringing water for the purpose from Acre has 
been avoided. A possible scheme for piping the water to Haifa is 
being considered for recommendation to Government.

The coal was of good size and quality. 
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35. Comparative statistics of coal and oil consumption on the 
standard and 105 cm. gauges are given on pages 57 and 99, and do 
not call for much comment. There was little change, and the figures 
are satisfactory, and do not indicate any absence of economy in the 
use of coal and oil. The slight increase in coal consumption was due 
to heavier train loads. 

MECHANICAL BRANCH. 

36. The form of organisation known as the “ Transportation 
System ” is in use on the Palestine railways. Under this system, the 
activities of the Chief Mechanical Engineer are confined to the 
maintenance of rolling stock and locomotives in the main workshops ; 
the control of engines (when outside the shops) and their crews, and 
the running sheds, at which minor repairs are carried out, being 
under the Superintendent of the Line, who has officers with technical 
mechanical knowledge to supervise the technical work and advise 
him on technical matters. 

For this reason, matters such as engine failures, coal and oil 
consumption, etc., are referred to in the section of the report dealing 
with traffic operation, and the report on the mechanical section is 
confined to the work and position in the locomotive and carriage and 
wagon shops. 

37. This report refers to work not only at Haifa, but also at 
Kantara, where shops, built in the war, were still in use until towards 
the end of the year, when they were closed and the machinery, tools, 
plant, and staff were transfenred to the new shops at Haifa. 

38. No new locomotives or vehicles were received during the 
year. 


39. The number of locomotives repaired in the shops during 
the financial year 1932-33 and in the preceding two years was as 
follows :— 



The decrease in the number of standard gauge locomotives 
taken into shops for general repairs was due to the slowing down of 
work during the transfer of the workshops to the new site, but traffic 
requirements were met from a reserve of repaired engines set aside 
previously ty meet this contingency. 

40. Two new boilers for 105 cm. gauge Borsig 2-8-0 type 
locomotives were obtained from England to replace condemned 
boilers.

45. Four 2,000 gallon water tanks received from England, and 
bought from the Renewals Fund, were mounted on Palestine Railway 
wagon underframes and put into service in replacement of four tank 
wagons written off the books as unserviceable.

With the concentration of all work at the new workshops, the 
energy purchased from the Supply Company at Haifa will increase 
considerably, and the present generating plants at Haifa owned by 
the railway will be closed down, and at Kantara retained for lighting 
purposes only. 

50. The transfer of the Kantara workshops to Haifa was 
completed, and the greater part of the locomotive and carriage and 
wagon workshops at Haifa were transferred to the new shops during 
the latter part of the financial year. 

51. The Chief Mechanical Engineer gives the following certificate 
as to the maintenance of locomotives and rolling stock, etc., during 
the year:— 

“ I certify that the repairs to locomotives, carriages, and 
wagons required for the services have been satisfactorily effected 
and that the machinery, tools, and plant have been maintained 
in as good order as the available facilities and funds permitted."

NEW WORKS. 


53. By the end of the year, the new workshops, on which 
construction began in August, 1930, were completed. 

The workshops, which are situated about 5J kilometres out of 
Haifa on the Haifa-Acre line, consist of:— 

(a) A large steel and asbestos cement building which houses 
the locomotive, machine, carriage and wagon shops, paint 
shops, and the smithy. 

(b) A detached building of similar construction hoilsing the 
foundry and pattern shop. 


(c) Three bath houses and latrine units, constructed in stone. 

(d) A power house, constructed in stone and concrete. 

(i e) A mess room of steel and asbestos sheeting. 

(/) An office building for the Chief Mechanical Engineer, 
constructed of stone. 

(g) Two tube wells feeding an elevated reinforced concrete 
tank of 200 M3 capacity, and all the necessary sewage, 
storm water drainage, and fresh water distribution system 
of piping. 

( h ) Rail access to the site. 

The whole is contained within a fenced area of 400 dunoms 
(about 100 acres), and there remains outside the fenced perimeter 
a further area of 200 dunoms (about 50 acres) available for future 
extension. 

A work of considerable magnitude carried out in connection New bridge 
with the new workshops scheme was the building of a steel and °v«rQishoD 
concrete bridge to span the Qishon River with two spans of Rlf,r * 

9-5 metres each and a central span of 35 metres, and the laying of 
3-521 kilometres of dual gauge track to connect the workshops site 
with Haifa station. 

A large number of trees from the railway nursery at Lydda 
were successfully planted at the workshops site to provide a wind 
break, and to give some shade and relief in an otherwise treeless 
and sandy locality. | 

It has also been arranged that an area of dime land, which is 
the cause of considerable discomfort when strong winds blow, shall 
be scheduled as a closed forest area, and planted with trees, so that 
in the course of a few years its loose surface may be consolidated and 
the sand held. 


54. An extensive re-arrangement of the tracks in Haifa station 
yard was made in order to link up the station yard with the new 
harbour wharves.

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58. Steady progress was made with this work. I have referred 
in previous reports to the insufficient drainage and the partial or 
complete absence of ballasting on the Palestine Railway in the past. 
This made smooth and rapid running difficult, and contributed 
to the quicker deterioration of the wooden sleepers. 

59. During the year, Biassi wood sleepers from Anatolia, 
cheap but of indifferent quality and short life, continued principally 
to be used for ordinary maintenance in the standard gauge. Steel 
sleepers are in use on the Hijaz Railway, and there is, therefore, 
great economy in maintenance compared with the standard gauge. 

As previously stated, a beginning was made with the replacement 
of steel for wooden sleepers on the Jerusalem-Jaffa line, some 38,000 
of the former, purchased in England out of the newly established 
Renewals Fund, having arrived by the end of the year. 

The steel sleepers are of robust design and are specially adapted 
for use on the hilly section of the railway, on which there are frequent 
curves. They are so designed that they can be fitted with check 
rails, and the fastenings are of a kind which allows for all the necessary 
degrees of gauge widening to be made by the use of fittings of several 
types. 

Biassi sleepers were not sufficiently strong to hold the track 
on the frequent and sharp curves on this line, and hard wood sleepers 
had, therefore, been used. They were actually more expensive than 
the steel sleepers, and as the latter are expected to have five times 
the life of wood sleepers, considerable economy in maintenance 
should result, apart from the great improvement in running conditions 
which is already noticeable on the length completed. 

60. The funds available for maintenance only allowed for the 
most pressing replacements on the main line, and it was not possible 
to overtake arrears. 


61. The bridges were maintained in safe condition, but much 
work yet remains to be done in the way of rebuilding such of the 
war time structures as have failed. These have been propped with 
timber until funds permit of their reconstruction. 


62. The tree nursery maintained by the District Engineer 
at Lydda continued to supply young trees, of which 100,000 of 
40 different species were planted out at stations and along the line. 


63. Land settlement in progress in the neighbourhood of 
Lydda involved a considerable amount of survey work. 


64. The question of the maintenance of the water supply 
always requires careful attention, and especially, as now, after two 
or three seasons of unusually little rain. 


To meet the possibility of shortage, the storage capacity at 
Battir (the next station to Jerusalem) was increased from 17,000 
gallons to 31,000 gallons. 


The storage at Artuf (also on the Jaffa-Jerusalem line) was 
improved by the provision of a 9,000 gallon capacity tank to replace 
the collection of small tanks previously in use. 


Two of the four reservoirs at Kantara, which had for some time 
been the subject of complaint, were thoroughly repaired, and the 
two remaining reservoirs will be dealt with as soon as funds permit. 
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sanitation. 65. Much yet remains to be done before the department can 

feel satisfied with the sanitation system, which did not receive a 
prominent place in the work of construction of the railway during 
the war, but, with the assistance of very useful reports from the 
Senior Medical Officer (Railways), considerable improvements were 
made during the year.
